Each race starts witii a 
bonus screen in which Buster, 
Biffa and Johnny collect tokens 
for use with their specialist skilla 
during the euent.

The bonus competitions for 
each character are naturally 
based on thier world renowned 
talents.

Those software 
houses must be making out like bandits, eh? 
SU sent our spies into the deepest, darkest cor- 
ners of leading software houses and came up with 
a very different conclusion. 





Close youi eyes and Itiinh of the 
typical software house. The pro- 
gram mers tiip guys dashing around in 
Ferraris occasionally swaging into a 
swanky office lo knock out an award win- 
ning pit of code. Tr>e office, a plush, wefl- 
appomied business addresses with 
Miss World as a receptionist, where you 
have io Made through the thick shagpile 
carpel lo gel through 10 the hi tech of- 
fices, networked mainlrames on every 
desk and robots whizzing around the 
warehouse to Ihe sound c-l Psvaroh. 

Fronting il aN. some tal cat silting. 
at a targe shiny mahogany desk, with 
nothing but a Mickey Moos* telephone 
sitting on il. turning towards you in a swi- 
vel leather chair, lapping out the cigar 
ash and saying. 'Great game idea, Son 
- pick up your 1 M grand si ihe desk on 
the way out," 

II that's your idea of a software 
company Ihen. should you ever be un- 
fortunate enough lo enter those portals 
you 'e in lor something of a lei down 
The programmers are the badly 
dressed guys with a haunted look in 
their eyes thai means their current 
game ts two months behind schedule 
The offices, fairly Sparlan places. wNcti 
seem in a constant stale of organised - 
sometimes not so organised - chaos. 
The Managmg Director a guy with an 
ulcer, a portable telephone and more 
often than not an overdraft But how 
come, eh' 1 mean, at ten pounds tor the 
laiest computer game. Ihey must be 
making millions! Making oul like ban- 
dits' Taking six monih holidays in Ihe 
Bahamas' H popsters can make a for- 
tune selling albums ai hart Ihe price. 
then ihe software industry must be mak- 
ing two fortunes! Well, it's not quite 
kke thai, as it happens... 11 you pay a 
lenner lor a game, surprisingly little gets 
to be profit, as you can see in our 
example, and lhal s for a number cl rea- 
sons. Let's examine ihe process to see 
where all the money goes 



1) Programming 

Yes someone, somewhere has 
spent a signrftcani portion ol lhe<r fife 
coming up with an idea, inventing code. 
designing sprites and then debuggm 
and rewriting, in order to come up wfth, 
THE GAME' More often oi noi. this wil 
not realty be one person, but a learn of 
people and they woni onty be working 
on the Spectrum, but lot a whole range 
ol machines, using tools called cross 
assemblers, which alow you lo develop 
code on another machine, usually a last 
PC. and then toed rt into your target ma- 
chine , in this case a Spectrum Time 
taken to develop a game vanes enor- 
mously a simple budget game com - 
p4ed of standard routines could be 
knocked out in a month or so A com- 
plex original game may lake over a 
year There's nd average price paid for 
a finished game - but a good original 
game from a known developer could be 
expected to get ST 1 0.000 or so as ad- 
vance payments, plus a royalty on each 
game sold of 20p to 60p The very best 
can name then own price a budget

2) Licences 

If a game has got a theme taken 
from a Film oi TV Series onl il s based 
on a com op. Ihen you can be sure thai 
the software house has paid handsome 
ly for rt and is also paying a royalty to 
whoever owns Ihe original ngtils, say 29' 
40p. This usually means thai Ihe pro- 
grammers get less ol a cut in case like

3) The Product 

So. whal do you take out ol the 
Shop when you hand over your money . 
A bon. which is surpnsmgly pricey to 
make, a manual, maybe some heebie 
bits like slickers and the cassette A 
glossy expensive package can cost well 
over El .00 lor Ihe software house to 
manulacluie. duplicate and pay Ihe iiflie 
old ladies lyes, realty) lo put all ihe oils 
m the bo*. Ihe whole Ihmg can be done 
a lot cheaper though Bung a tape in a 
smaH casselte hose and print ihe manual 
on the inlay and you could gel away 
with 30-35p That s how |he budget 
houses do it. 



4) Middle Men & 
Shopkeepers 

Wholesalers, called Distributors 
(Middle Men lo you and mel. buy mosl 
ol Ihe games oft ihe software houses 
placing large orders They get a dis- 
count ol atound 45% of the retail prices. 
less VAT. Ihe European Community 
sales lax. with itself is 1 5% Yes. with 
each purchase of a game, you are 
buying your very own bit ol a Butte* 
Mountain! These Distributors seN on the 
games to ihe actual shops you buy from 
- taking their little tut of profit before the 
Shops sell it on to you, taking a little tut 



more. 45% might seem a oil steep lo 
salrsly Ihe Mddle Men, but you'd be 
amazed Ihe difference between the cosl 
price and ihe actual selkng price of mosl 
things. 45% is almost reasonable' 



5) Marketing Adverts.
